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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The limitations of "not readily crosslinkable" and 
"essentially free of cross-linking" were not present in applicants' parent application as filed (but are in the present application as filed and 
in the present claims as officially of record). The effective filing date of the Instant case is therefore the actual filing date and Woo "523 is 
therefore prior art. The fact that Woo has the same disclosure as that of the instant application is immaterial to the rejection under relying 
on Woo. Only a single embodiment of a claim is needed to anticipate a claim while the full scope of a claim needs to be supported by a 
parent application in order to be accorded the filing date of the parent.
